peace conference is quickly to bring all 
the belligerents to a full and complete

nations in its relation to the treaty. 
Nothing else than its reconsideration 
in an exhaustive style can be contem- 
plated, for the league of nations was 
the subject of one of the fourteen points 
which, according to the terms of the 
armistice, were to be the basis of the 
peace settlement.

templating dreamily a pious aspiration. 


Senator Knox's resolution closes with 


d glittering statement of "the declared 
l>oiicy of our government" in case the 


i eace of Europe should again be threat- 
ened. Kuroi>e should know that 
any 


leclaration of the sort by the senate 
alone amounts simply ro an itnperti- 
name. The senate alone cannot form- 
ulate our foreign policy. Any European 
ountry would be buncoed were it to 
accept as of the least value a senate 
Ictlaration attempting to bind future 
xecutives. or especially the American

be its origin.

It, says B..K Wilson, entomologist at 
the Wisconsin experiment station. Ci- 
cadas are common Insects, but locusts 
are reminders of the scourge of h> 
ctrsts In biblical days and the grass- 
hoppers, or true locusts, of the early 
days in tbe southwest. 


Even the orchard-man's fear of th* 


effect of this particular cicada-Ht not 
very well founded. Judging from the 
Information entomologists have about 
the insect, for other members of the 
tribe appear each year and Injure tbe 
shade nnd orchard trees in exactly the 
same way. 


The Injury Is tbe result of tbe ci- 


cada's laying eggs In the twig* of trees. 
From the eggs the larvae of tha In 
sect hatch. The twig enlarges at that 
point, growth Is Interrupted and a*w 
er or Inter tbe twig rots and break* 
off. 
Tbe only treatment Is to pnm< 


off th* parts affected. No i 
Ire methods are considered necessary 
by either horticulturists or entoraoto 
gists at tbe station.

NEWARK TYPHOID RATE 
IOW, RECORDS SHOW 


Newark has been very lucky so far 
this year la escaping typhoid fever. 
Health Officer W. H. Knauss stated 
this morning that there has been but, 
three cases this year—one in January, 
one in February, and one in June—and 
no deaths from that cause. The tabula- 
tion for 1918 showed 23 cased. 


The state department of health an- 


nounced Monday that Ohio's typhoid 
fever prevalence is lower this -year 
than In any previous year' on record, 
and would be still lower were it not for 
the comparatively large number of 
cases in the two cities of Ironton and 
Wellsville. 


These two cities, with less than 1 per 


cent of the city population of the state, 
have since the beginning of the present 
year reported More than one fourth of 
all city typhoid .cases, according to the 
department's records. 
From January 


1 to May 31, Ironton reported !8 ty 
phold cases and Wellsvllle 23. All the 
80 cities of the state together reported 
180 cases during the same period. 


Ironton's water supply IB taken from 


the Ohio river, though a filtration plant 
is now being installed which will result 
In a better water supply.
